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FOREST PRES. 
ACTSTOCLEAN 
UP STREAMS 


Use of Unemployment La- 
r Aids Project; Same 
Available to Farmers 


Supt. Geo. Olcese, of District One 
of the Cook County 
Forest Pre­ 
serves, has found a new use for the 
relief workers that are 
placed at 
his command. He is not only clean­ 
ing up the bed of the Des Plaines 
river but also extending his activi­ 
ties to that part of Salt Creek flow­ 
ing thru Deer Grove and Elk Grove 
Forest 
Preserves. 
Similar work 
thru the private lands of farmers 
would act as a preventive to spring 
floods. 
The employment of relief labor 
by private groups for the same pur­ 
pose is possible, but up to the pres­ 
ent time the plan lacks a general 
leader. 
• 
There is a possibility that Elk 
Grove Drainage district may make 
application for 
the workers, but 
such action w’ould only be possible 
if property owners make a volun­ 
tary assessment. The commission­ 
ers are reluctant about levying a 
tax under present conditions. The 
district would be required to fur­ 
nish transportation and foremen 
for the work; the labor would cost 
nothing. 
The opening of the creek thru 
the preserves would facilitate the 
flow of water, and prevent stag­ 
nant pools. The village of Palatine 
recently cleaned out the creek ov­ 
er which it has 
jurisdiction and 
with similar work by the county 
thru Elk Grove preserve, the “clog­ 
ged” places may 
cause 
serious 
trouble next spring 
to adjoining 
property owners. 
The Elk Grove drainage district 
extends five miles, the 
northern 
part of which is in excellent shape. 
while conditions at the south end 
where it enters DuPage county, are 
very bad. 
The flushing and cleaning of Des 
Plaines river is 
accomplished by 
opening the flood gates at Dam No. 
I and Dam No. 2. The rush of the 
water over the almost dry river bed 
flushes the area. 
With rakes and 
shovels the bed can then be fairly 
well cleaned. 
This work has been 
done annually by the district, but 
with the aid of relief labor, it is 
"ijSng done more thw w ghly than 
er. 
Included in the cleanup project 
is the water shed between Oakton 
and Ballard road, east of the riv­ 
er. Vast quantities of dumped rub­ 
bish is being moved. The two lakes 
at Deer Creve are being similarly 
treated. 
A new dam will be con­ 
structed at the outlet of lake No. 2. 
and the dam of the upper lake is 
to be repaired, insuring an ample 
supply of water at both places next 
summer. 
Forty men are still being em­ 
ployed by the Wheeling Drainage 
district where that project is about 
half done. 
County Commissioner 
Homer J. Bvrd arranged with Dr. 
Bio km an, superintendent of work 
relief, for the men for this drain­ 
age district. 
Captain Chas. G. Sauers, general 
superintendent of all preserves of 
the county, has placed his approval 
upon all of this work and it is his 
office which authorizes the expend­ 
iture of the needed money. Presi­ 
dent WThealan has shown a great 
interest in what is 
being accom­ 
plished. 
Places O. K. on Arbor Day Plan 
The O. K. of the president of the 
county board has been placed upon 
the plan of Otto F. Aken, county 
superintendent of schools to secure 
a tree from the forest preserves for 
every school house in the county.

Palatine (jives 
Public Quarterly 
Financial Reports 


In this issue of the Palatine En­ 
terprise is published the first quar­ 
terly statement of the condition of 
the finances of the Village of Pala­ 
tine. The statement was prepared 
by A. H. Mess, chairman of the 
village board’s finance committee, 
and its publication was approved 
at Monday night’s meeting upon 
motion of Trustee W. H. Zoellick. 
The finance committee feel that 
although Palatine is in a rather bad 
financial condition, the taxpayers 
should be kept informed relative to 
the financial affairs of the village 
and will therefor publish quarterly 
reports. 
While every fund has an unex­ 
pended appropriation total running 
into four figures, two of them have 
minus amounts in the cash on hand 
column. 
Through 
collections for 
water service, the 
fire and water 
fund is the outstanding source of 
income. The police and light fund, 
whose source of revenue is slight, 
shows the greatest amount of red. 
Total cash on hand in all funds 
at the end of the period 
ending 
August 31, was only $380.10, but 
after taking into account all the 
money coming to the village, chief­ 
ly uncollected taxes, and balancing 
them against the liabilities, a sur­ 
plus of $12,276.63 is left. 
Money due from the township 
collector for 1931 taxes totals $2,- 
954.67. From the county treasurer 
for 1929 and 1930 taxes $4,099.60 is 
due. Uncollected taxes of the past 
four years total another $42,937.93. 
Milk Industry 
Waiting for Word 
From President 


The troubles of the milk industry 
are not yet solved despite the mo­ 
mentarily 
expected “O.K.” 
from 
Washington for an advance of one 
cent a quart and an increased price 
to the producers. 
According to a prominent official 
of the Pure Milk Association, the 
plan of the government to use sur­ 
plus cheap milk to feed those on 
the relief rolls will take away the 
market for approximately 350,000 
pounds of milk a day, thereby in­ 
creasing the surplus of full priced 
milk and “throwing another mon­ 
key wrench into the milk marketing 
machinery.” 
The dealers are reluctant about 
paying a higher price for the pro­ 
duct if they are going to be unable 
to dispose of it. 
Members of the 
Pure Milk association have been 
repeatedly promised by their of­ 
ficers that “it won’t be long now be­ 
fore a raise will be secured.” 
Just on the verge of success and 
the O. K. of the plan by the NRA 
officials, the government gets a new 
idea and nobody knows what will 
happen. 
The officials of the Pure Milk as­ 
sociation ‘are making frequent trips 
to Washington, but the hesitancy of 
the government to enforce the or­ 
iginal milk code, has the whole in­ 
dustry marking time. 
The producer is faced with a crit­ 
ical condition which, if not soon re­ 
lieved, will mean a strike 
and a 
paralyzing of the industry and the 
possible wrecking of their organi­ 
zation. Living costs to the farmer 
have increased at Ic ast 25 per cent, 
with none of the promised higher 
milk prices yet available. The milk 
producers in many areas are be­ 
coming frantic an4. their leaders 
will not be able to hold them in 
check very much longer, while wait­ 
ing for the government to decide- 
what it is going to do. 
It appears that the only way the 
government body can be made to 
act for the relief of milk producers 
is a display of force of such propor­ 
tions in the Chicago area that it 
will be awakened from its lethar­ 
gy. 
The government has purchased 
surplus butter and to get rid of it 
considers selling it to relief con­ 
sumers at IO cents a pound. 
The 
government has closed the Chicago 
cream market to northern Wiscon­ 
sin producers, which establishes a 
market for half a million pounds of 
milk a day for producers 
of the 
Chicago milk shed. 
Unless the NRA milk code can be 
made to operate soon, and an in­ 
crease in price given to the produc­ 
ers, there are troublesome times 
i ahead.

POLLUTION OF 
CREEK CAUSED 
BY PALATINE 


Wastes Kill Fish, Make 
Streams Unfit for 
Recreation 


Two visitors at the board meet­ 
ing Monday 
night informed the 
city’s fathers that Palatine is one 
of the three greatest offenders 
dumping untreated sewage into 
Salt creek, making the stream un­ 
fit for swimming, or boating, and 
killing thousands of fish. They 
were C. A. Hyatt, superintendent 
of water sports of the forest pre­ 
serve districts of Cook county, and 
Carl E. Schwob, assistant sanitary 
engineer of the state department 
of public health and of the state’s 
sanitary water board. 
Under the direction of these men 
there has just been completed a two 
year study of 700 miles of streams 
in Cook county, including Salt 
creek, the Des Plaines river, Calu­ 
met river, north branch of the Chi­ 
cago river, and tributaries of these. 
This detailed study showed that 953 
outlets from municipalities, insti­ 
tutions and private dwellings dis­ 
charge untreated sewage into the 
streams and rivers. 
Sought Pollution Source 
Mr. Hyatt said that he had be­ 
come interested 
in the 
problem 
through his position as director of 
water sports in an effort to make 
the county’s swimming and recrea­ 
tional places as healthful as pos­ 
sible. 
To accomplish this task he 
found that the polution must be 
stopped at its source, and so called 
in the state agency, with whom the 
survey has now been completed. 
Mr. Schwob, explaining 
in de­ 
tail the situation here at Palatine, 
said that sewage is receiving only 
primary treatment, and that only 
one-third of the organic matter is 
removed from 
Palatine’s sewage 
before it is dumped into the creek. 
The remaining two-thirds pollutes 
the stream and kills its fish. 
The Imhoff tanks at the Palatine 
sewer outlet are sufficient only for 
a town of 700 people, Mr. Schwob 
stated, and are at present 185 per 
cent overloaded. 
The sludge beds 
are worthless. Secondary treatment 
of the sewage is needed. In addi­ 
tion the site is poor since homes 
have been built in the area near the 
sewage plant and some odor is un­ 
avoidable. 
Schmidt Questions Schwob 
In answer to a question from 
Trustee A. II. Schmidt, who said 
he had already given some thought 
and study to the problem, and as 
a chemist was acquainted with the 
task 
of 
sewage 
disposal, 
Mr. 
Schwob declined to make an esti­ 
mate as to the cost of providing 
treatment works sufficient to care 
for Palatine’s wastes. 
Barrington, he said, is planning 
to separate 
their 
sanitary and 
storm drain sewers, 
sending the 
rain water from their streets thru 
a system of pipes 
separate from 
that used for sewerage. 
Under recent laws, 
plans for 
treatment works must be approved 
by the state sanitary board, Mr. 
Schwob said, thus assuring that a 
proper, sufficient, and up-to-date 
system will be installed. 
He em­ 
phasized that he was here only to 
inform the village board of the con­ 
ditions existing, so their plans could 
fit in with the general 
goal of 
cleaning up the streams. 
“What Can Be Done?” 
“What can be done?” President 
A. R. Godknicht said, voicing the 
opinion of the trustees. “The vil­ 
lage is bonded to the limit. 
You 
suggest a loan from 
the federal 
government, but to get such a loan 
bonds must be issued as security.” 
The only solution to tie offered 
was to charge sewer rental, which, 
the visitor explained, makes the 
sewer pay for itself. The opinion of 
the board was strongly against this, 
although all agreed that something 
must be done to remedy the situa­ 
tion, although there 
need be no 
rush. 
Later in the 
evening 
William 
Kehe, Jr., representing the Lion’s 
club, voiced that group’s plea that 
something be done about the mat­ 
ter. 
100-255 Per Cent Overload 
The survey table listing data in 
regard to Palatine’s municipal sew­ 
erage plant places the construction 
dates of the plant at 1914 and 1924, 
the safe population capacity at 700, 
and the present load 2,000. 
The 
primary settling tank is 185 per 
cent overloaded, the sludge diges­ 
tion tank IOO per cent overloaded, 
and the sludge beds 255 per cent 
overloaded. 
There are no filters or secondary 
settling tanks, and the operation of 
the plant is listed as “poor.” The 
condition of the stream above the 
outlet is good, and below the out­ 
let polluted. 
Under remarks the 
report says, “Treatment works con­ 
sist of two Imhoff tanks of equal 
size, is inadequate, neglected, and 
permits frequent overflow of raw 
sewage.”

ASK HOME RULE 
FOR CONTROL 
OF LIQUOR 


State Road Widening Will 
Probably Be Delayed 
Until Next Year 


The Arlington Heights village 
board went on record at its meet­ 
ing Monday night opposing the es­ 
tablishment of a state liquor tax 
and favoring home rule control ot 
the hard liquor saloons that will 
come into being with the repeal of 
the 18th amendment. 
The resolu­ 
tion is one suggested by the Mu­ 
nicipal Voters League and sent to 
all municipalities for consideration. 
If the state legislature grants the 
request of the municipalities, the 
state wTill only establish a minor 
tax against saloons, leaving to the 
individual villages the right to fix 
the local tax, the hours of open­ 
ing and closing, the consumption of 
the liquor on premises or other­ 
wise, control of 
locations and to 
pass stringent or liberal control or­ 
dinances. 
The Arlington Heights 
aldermen discussed tile matter i all ­ 
er fully and finally passed the res­ 
olution unanimously. The resolution 
w'ill be sent to the members of the 
state legislature from this district. 
A communication from the munici­ 
pal voters league wras read asking 
that the 
municipality 
become a 
member of that body and pay the. 
required fee. 
Mayor Flentie ex­ 
plained the advantages that we *. 
available to members and a motion 
was passed directing that an ap­ 
plication for membership be made:. 
The board likewise authorized the 
attendance st the coming annual 
meeting of the league at Peoria of 
the Mayor and three others. 
A letter was read from the high­ 
way department relative to the pre­ 
paration of plans for the paving of 
the cross sections of North State 
Road, paved last year, which had 
been left in an uncompleted condi­ 
tion and are 
today a menace to 
traffic. 
It is doubtful if the pro­ 
posed widening of the road will be 
made this year. This delay stated 
Alderman Klehm, 
w’ould give an 
opportunity to move some of the 
trees, winch are the most valuable 
and w’hich stand in the w’ay of 
the improvement. 
The Arlington Heights board 
transacted a large amount of rou­ 
tine business. A practical use for 
the new’ desks of the aldermanic 
chamber w’as found w’hen the var­ 
ious chairmen of the 
committees 
found department reports of em­ 
ployees in their desk drawers, 
The police 
committee reported

Attorney Kolb, representing the 
Park Ridge Laundry in a letter to 
the village made it plain that his 
company w’ould not take out a ve­ 
hicle tag or pay for business li­ 
cense covering the operation of a

Heights. Complaint had been made 
by the local police department thai 
said truck carried no vehicle tug 
of any city. 
Alderman Klehm reported the 
need of repairs to roof of village 
hall and the purchase of individual 
chairs for aldermen. 
Alderman Framburg of sewer 
committee, reported that work hart 
been started on the So. Walnut St. 
sewer and that it w’ould not be nec­ 
essary at this time to purchase a 
refrigerator for the sewage dispos­ 
al plant. 
Alderman Barrett reported that 
the unpaid water bills amounted to 
$4,981.64, of which $522 wrere car­ 
ried over from the previous quar­ 
ter. The connection of dead-end on 
Chestnut and adjoining street had 
only partly relieved the conditions.
